Almost the entire track to the main- 
land u either dustroyed or .badly dam- 
aged. From the mainland to Snmner 
there are nearly 100 washouts. The 
mail train got in Monday night, but if 
caught b«t\veeu two washouts and can 
not more eitlior way.

NEITHER SEA NOR LAND. 


Th« Wonderful Roeloii to the Atlantl 


, 
Which. No Alitn Ha« L'enetrated. 


Tins surface of it seems, says th 


writer, like a perfect meadow of sea 
weed. It is supposed that this enoi 
moua mass of gulf weed mayhav 
been partly grown 'at the bottom o 
'the shallower parts of the sea and 
partly torn from the ahoras of Florida 
and the Bahama islands by the fore 
of the gulf stream. It is then swep 
round by the same agency into th 
Sargasso sea, where it lives and prop 
agates, floating freely in midocean 
And the store is ever increasing 
both by addition and propagation, s< 
t'aat the meadow grows more an( 
more compact, and no doubt at th 
inner parts extends to- a considerabl 
depth below the surface. 


Nor is this all, for at least two 


thirds of all the infinite flotsam and 
jetsam, which the gulf etream car 
lies along with it in its course soone 
or later finds a resting place in tha 
Sargasso sea. Here may be seen 
huge trunks of trees torn from th 
forests of Brazil by the waters of thu 
Amazon and floated, down far out to 
sea until they were caught and swep 
along by the current, logwood from 
Honduras, orange trees from Florida 
canoes and boats from the island 
staved ha, broken and bottom up 
ward, wrecks and remains of al 
sorts gathered from the rich harves 
of the Atlantic, whole keels or iskele 
tons of ruined ships so covered with 
barnac.es, shells and weed that the 
original outline is entirely lost to 
view, and here and there a derelio 
ship transformed from a floating ter- 
ror of the deep into a mystery pn 
out of reach of man in a museum o: 
unexplained enigmas. 


It is only natural that ships shoulc 


carefully avoid this marine rubbish 
heap, where the Atlantic shoots its 
refuse. It seems doubtful whether a 
sailing vessc-1 would be able to cui 
her way into the thick network 01 
weed even with a strong wind be- 
hind her. Besides, if the effort were 
rewarded with a first delusive sue 
cess, there would be the almost cer 
tain danger that in the calm regions 
of the Sargasso sea the wind woulc 
suddenly fail her altogether, leaving 
her looked hopelessly amid the weec 
and the drift and wreckage, without 
hope of succor or escape. With re- 
gard to a steamer, no prudent skip- 
per is ever likely to make the attempt, 
for it would certainly not be long bo- 
fore the tangling weed would alto- 
gether choke up his screw and render 
it useless. 


The most energetic explorer of 


land or sea will find himself baffled 
with regard to the Sargasso sea by 
the fact that it is neith • one nor the 
other. It is neither solid enough to 
walk upon nor liquid enough to of- 
lord a passage to a boat. 
At the 


same time any one who fell into it 
would certainly be drowned without 
being able to swini for his life. Of 
course it is quite conceivable that a 
verj' determined party of pioneers 
might cut a passage for a small boat 
even to the center. The work would 
:ake an immense time, however, and 
:he channel would certainly close up 
jehind them as they proceeded. 
They would have to take with them 
provisions for the whole voyage, and 
a journey over a space equaling the 
continent of Europe would probably 
require larger impplies than could be 
conveniently stciwed away in a small 
>oat. 


Besides, there is no reason to sup- 


>ose that the expedition, would be 
worth the making, or that the inner 
recesses of the Sargasso sea would 
exhibit any marked differences from 
he outer margin. The Ciccurnulation 
of weed would be thicker and more 
entangl*d, and the drift and wreck 
age would lie more closely pressed to- 
fetber, but that would be all. Thera 
s no possibility of the existence of 
anybnt marine life in this strange 
Horass, unless the sea birds have 
milt their nests in the masts or hull 
of some derelict vessel.—Chambers' 
Tournal.

THE GREAT "WAR COMET." 


Ite Tall Was Fifty Million MH<w tona; and 


Ton Million Mil OH Wide. 


The wonderful "war cornet" of 1861 


sprang so suddenly into view an; 
blazed with such unexampled hril 
liancy as to astonish the astrono- 
mers and frighten those unlearned in 
cometary lore halt' out of their wits 
The unlearned declared that the civil 
war, which was just getting well un 
der headway, must have something 
to do with it. However this may be, 
it burst forth, unheralded and unin 
vited, shining with greater brilliancy 
and magnitude than any phenomena 
of a similar nature which that gener 
ation had ever seen. 


On the night of July 3 of that year 


it-exhibited a most wonderful spec 
tacle. In the evening the nucleus 
did not appear to be larger than a 
star hi the first or second magnitude. 
Aa the small hours of the morning 
approached, however, the nucleus 
visibly increased in both magnitude 
and brilliancy. The tail waved back 
and forth over our little world in a 
most threatening manner, at times 
sending rays almost to the zenith. 
On the morning of July 5 the astron- 
omers announced through the daily 
papers that the head of the great 
comet was only separated from the 
earth by a distance of 12,000,006 
miles. . According to the report sent 
out from the Cambridge observatory, 
the comet appears 1;o have passed its 
ascending node between the 27th 
and the 29th of June in longitude 279 
degrees, the longitude of the earth 
being 277 degrees at the same time. 


On Oct. 10 its tail extended over a 


space of 50,000,000 miles and at sev- 
eral points was not less than 10,000,- 
000 miles in width. 


At first it was generally conceded 
iat itwas the famous comet of 15SG, 
iie one which caused the Emperor 
Charles V of Franco to resign his im- 
perial throne, he taking it to be a 
warning from God. All surmises 
were subsequently set at rest by the 
discovery that it was the famous 
Thatcher comut, discovered by Pro- 
fessor A. F. Thatcher at the Ruther- 
ford observatory in New York city. 
—St. Louis Republic.

gazing at itself iu the looking glass 
and having to perform this inane 
task with tho samo regularity as 
thai; of learning its scales on the 
schoolroom piano. Again the ex- 
pression, "Poor children I" uncon- 
sciously suggests itself. When the 
"cure" after this method was unsat- 
isfactory, doubtless the failure was 
attributed to some defect in the 
"volition," for which of course no 
one could be blamed except the

trtlUty of the Squatting; Mule. 


"Did you ever hear of a squatting 


mule!" asked a prominent coal op- 
erator. "Well, I o'ou't blame you 
'or r.ot knowing what I mean, for 
after 15 years' experience in the coal 
business I did not know of such a 
mule until recently. One of our 
men neut me word that on one of the 
workings there was a steep incline 
over which it was difficult for the 
men to push the cars. I told him to 
iy a mule, and in reply he stated 
;hat he had purchased a 'squatting 
mule.1 In mines it means a great 
deal C'f money to-get a mule that can 
do the work and at the same time 
small enough to walk through the 
ow workings of the mine. Some- 
times for hundreds of feet the tun- 
nels vill be high enough to allow a 
mule to walk through them; then at 
some points the ceiliug may get so 
ow that the mule cannot crawl un- 
der tl. Now, to make the passage- 
way high enough for the mule 
would entail a great expense, yet we 
lave often had to do this. But a 
squaHing mule' obviates this by 
srouching down when it gets to the 
ow places, adapting itself to tho 
leigh 5 of the tunnel as much as pos- 
ible. So a 'squatting mule' to min- 
ers it much more expensive than 
one friat is not so trained."—Pitts-
